IKE IN FIGHT FOR LIFE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fo r­ 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
ho wer remained “ v ery weak’* 
fro m the pneumo nia that has 
co mplicated his reco v ery fro m 
surgery and a series o f heart at­ 
tacks, it was anno unced to day . 
Do cto rs at Walter Reed Army 
Ho spital said the 7 8 -y ear-o ld Ei­ 
senho wer “ rested well last night 
but still rem ains v ery w eak.” 
They 
repo rted 
“ no 
further 
pro gressio n o f the pneumo nia" 
in the base o f the fiv e-star gen­ 
eral’s right lung. And they said 
his “ cardio v ascular status re­ 
mains stable.” 
The pneumo nia, do cto rs had 


said Friday , was increasing the 
strain o n 
Eisenho wer’s heart. 
He has a histo ry o f sev en heart 
attacks. 
Do cto rs 
also 
repo rted 
they 
had remo v ed the tube thro ugh 
Eisenho wer’s no se into his lungs 
that had been used to supply 
him with o x y gen, “ and he is 
being giv en sm all amo unts o f 
liquids by mo uth to day .” 
The do cto rs repo rted Friday 
Eisenho wer’s heart was under 
“ co nsiderable” strain fro m the 
pneumo nia that apparently de­ 
v elo ped Thursday night. 
A high-ranking Walter Reed 
o fficer said the general remains 


“ in a serio us co nditio n" and 
still is in the critical perio d bil­ 
lo wing Sunday night’s surgery 
to remo v e an intestinal o bstruc­ 
tio n. 
But he said no ne o f the Eisen­ 
ho wer family 
has been sum­ 
mo ned to the general’s bedside 
altho ugh his wife, Mamie, has 
been 
stay ing 
in 
an 
adjacent 
suite. 
The do cto rs, ho wev er, in their 
late bulletin Friday at Walter 
Reed 
General 
Ho spital, 
said 
“ heart actio n is being co nstant­ 
ly mo nito red and his cardiac 
status remained stable thro ugh­ 
o ut the day .” 


Do cto rs also said the pneumo ­ 
nia 
was being 
“ treated v igo ­ 
ro usly with appro priate antibio t­ 
ics." 
“ Gen. Eisenho wer’s co nditio n 
rem ains essentially unchanged. 
He is resting co m fo rtably ,” they 
said. 
His po sitio n in bed in the third 
flo o r presidential suite is being 
changed frequently to co mbat 
the accumulatio n o f fluid in the 
base o f the right lung. 
President 
Nix o n, 
due 
ho me 
fro m his Euro pean trip Sunday 
night, was being kept info rmed 
o f the co nditio n o f the man he 


serv ed fo r eight y ears as v ice 
president.

Fo r mo nths the San Francisco Bay 
area has been the fo cal po int o f student 
unrest. Fo r weeks state tro o pers hav e 
been statio ned nearby , augmented o c­ 
casio nally by Natio nal Guardsmen. 
While tro o ps and dissident students 
clashed o n o ther campuses, there was 
nev er a clash between students and Na­ 
tio nal Guardsmen o n the Univ ersity o f 
Califo rnia’s Berkeley campus. 
That all changed Friday . 
Abo ut eight Natio nal Guardsmen led 
squads o f po lice acro ss the Berkley cam­ 
pus Friday , to ssing tear gas canisters and 
threatening with their bay o nets to clear 
sev eral hundred hardco re militant stu­ 
dents fro m the campus. 
Students to ssed ev ery thing they co uld 
get their hands o n at the guardsmen and 
po licemen. Students injured in the fray 
wo uld be quickly patched by squads o f 
wo uld-be medics and sent back into battle. 
A po lice helico pter ho v ered o v erhead 
to direct the fo rces o n the gro und. 
Befo re it was o v er and the guardsmen 
remo v ed, the battle had spilled o v er into 
surro unding 
Berkeley 
streets 
within 
a 
sev en-blo ck radius o f the campus. 
Tear gas was fired no t o nly o n the 
campus but into the adjacent streets and 
ev en thro ugh windo ws o f sho ps, gassing 
sho ppers 
and 
sho pkeepers. 
The 
large 
Student Unio n was filled with the gas. 
Acro ss the 
bay 
at 
San 
Francisco 
State Co llege, where a teachers strike— 
suppo rted by students— is mo re than fo ur 
weeks o ld, autho rities guarded against a 
co nfro ntatio n 
o v er 
the 
firing o f 
two 
teachers, bo th 
black 
po wer 
adv o cates, 
who hav e been key figures in the strike. 


Acro ss the natio n Friday , campus dis­ 
co ntent ranged fro m marches to demo n­ 
stratio ns, sit-ins, bo y co tts and at least 
o ne walko ut by students discussing their 
campus pro blem with administrato rs. 
The march came at the Univ ersity o f 
Chicago where an estimated 325 students 
inv aded 
the 
scho o l’s 
Faculty 
Club, 
marched aro und a dining ro o m sev en 
times, blo wing a sy mbo lic ram’s ho rn at 
the end o f each circuit. 
They chanted, “ Walls fall do wn” in 
a suppo sed reenactment o f the Battle o f 
J ericho . The walls still standing, the stu­ 
dents left. After an abo rtiv e, 16 -day o c­ 
cupatio n o f the Administratio n Building, 
the students hav e since turned their at­ 
tentio n to ward gaining amnesty fo r 8 0

and 
31 
students 
threatened with ex pulsio n. 
One hundred students staged a 20- 
minute demo nstratio n at New Yo rk City ’s 
Herbert H. Lehman Co llege-Bro nx cam­ 
pus Friday to pro test “ the cutting o f 
funds fro m the state to city co lleges.” 
Abo ut 9 ,5 00 students are enro lled at the 
scho o l. 
Ano ther 100 students staged a sit-in 
o n the Mo nmo uth Co llege campus at 
West Lo ng Branch, N. J . and said they 
wo uld stay there until the administratio n 
lifts the suspensio n o f 14 students ar­ 
rested in a drug raid. 
A spo kesman fo r the scho o l said “ a 
big majo rity ” o f the students stay ed away 
fro m classes in suppo rt o f a list o f de­ 
mands presented by the Black Liberatio n 
Fro nt student gro up. T hey want athletic 
scho larships, dismissal o f the So cial Sci­ 
ence Department head, a wo man in charge 
o f a men’s do rmito ry and a later curfew.

The American tax pay er paid o ut the majo r share o f 
the Federal Go v ernment’s intake last y ear o f $15 3 .6 bil­ 
lio n. The to tal tax co llectio n was up $5 .2 billio n, 3 .5 per 
cent o v er the y ear befo re, when tax es bro ug ht $148.2 bil­ 
lio n. But the big leap was in tax es paid by indiv idual 
tax pay ers. That jumped $8.8 billio n, up 12.6 per cent. 
These fig ures are o f particular co ncern no w that tax ­ 
pay ers are wo rking o n their returns fo r inco mes earned 
in 19 6 8—co rpo rate returns are due March 15 and in­ 
div idual returns April 15. The intake last y ear wo uld 
indicate that co rpo rate receipts dro pped while indiv idual 
inco mes ro se. It is o ne mo re sig n that the rise in sal­ 
aries cut into pro fits, as the co st o f labo r depressed 
net inco me. 
That is pro bably the mo st telling facto r in the infla­ 
tio n-bent eco no my . The co st price squeeze, o f co urse, is 
pushing inflatio n hig her and hig her. And the co st is ris­ 
ing faster than prices, which themselv es are climbing 
hig h eno ug h. 
It is the o ne facto r that the Nix o n Ad­ 
ministratio n has no t y et tackled, and that cries fo r at­ 
tentio n. 
So far. the slo wdo wn in the inflatio n has been due to 
the acts o f the prev io us Administratio n, the surtax and 
the hig h interest rate. But they hav e no t been eno ug h. 
Inflatio n still is rampant. Interest rates are to o hig h fo r 
the o rdinary man to use with co mfo rt. The Go v erno rs 
hav e sing led o ut the surtax as a po ssible so urce o f addi­ 
tio nal mo ney fo r states and cities, and hav e asked that 
it be made permanent fo r that purpo se. 
Meantime, who is thinking o f the tax pay er? So far, 
no o ne. He is still the fo rg o tten man in this Adminis­ 
tratio n as he was in the last o ne. 


No Abso lute Freedo m 


“ This idea o f abso lute freedo m is no t an intrinsic 
rig ht, but it is an intrinsic absurdity . It a dang ero us 
thing to let men be free and it is a deadly thing to let 
men be abso lutely free.” 
Co ming fro m a co lleg e o fficial fro m Califo rnia, where 
the belief in abso lute freedo m has been churning co lleg e 
and univ ersity campuses and inspiring campus diso rders 
o n many campuses, this statement ex pressed the g ro w­ 
ing feeling o f co lleg e and univ ersity administrato rs 
acro ss the co untry . It was made by Dr. William S. Bano w- 
sky , ex ecutiv e v ice president o f Pepperdine Co lleg e, Lo s 
Ang eles. 
Much o f the v io lence and lawlessness in the co untry 
to day stems fro m an abuse o f the idea o f freedo m, Dr. 
Bano wsky said. He asked, ‘‘What makes co lleg e students 
think they can bring natio nal po litics to the co lleg e cam­ 
pus witho ut natio nal po litics in the fo rm o f po lice co m­ 
ing o n campus? What makes peo ple think they can take 
v io lence into the streets witho ut being met by tanks? ” 
The po int this co lleg e o fficial was stressing is that 
freedo m based o n law and o rder is the o nly way we can 
so lv e the g reat so cial pro blems. It is better to draw the 
lines in the wro ng places than no t to draw lines at all. 
Freedo m canno t be abso lute witho ut hurting o thers.

It was Pompidou , if any ­ 
one. who sav ed de Gau lle by 
personal persu asion that took 
the blindfold off his ey es and 
tu rned him toward su rv iv al 
in the near anarchy of .May , 
1968 . And it was Pompidou

De Gau lle 
won the largest parliamentary 
majority any French gov ern­ 
ment has held in nearly 100 
y ears.

D’Estaing, performing what 
was v ery close to a Bru tu s 
from the inside, ou tsmarted 
himself. By his performance 
he lost ou t with de Gau lle, 
with Pompidou , with Cou v e 
de 
Mu rv ille 
and 
with 
the 
v oters. 
Then, in an u nconscionable 
act reminiscent of obligated 
and dependent German Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
II’s 
dismissal 
of 
Chancellor Otto v on Bismarck 
Yin 
18 90). 
de 
Gau lle 
fired 
loy al 
Pompidou . 
Instead of 
reappointing 
Pompidou 
as 
Premier he gav e his place 
instead 
to 
the 
astonished 
Cou v e de Mu rv ille. 
The word many French u se 
for de Gau lle is “ orgu eil” — 
a consu ming pride, a dra­ 
matic, satiating v anity . And 
all Gau lists carefu lly watch 
ou t for the de Gau lle fangs. 
Gau llist leaders realize that 
the fastest wav to get them­ 
selv es thrown ou t of office is 
to make a noise like a su c­ 
cessor. 


De Gau lle alway s has shown 
a geniu s for compou nding his 
own problems, and doing so 
with the eclat of "Tex as Jim " 
Bowie, who had a knife named 
after him. Bu t when he booted 
ou t Pompidou and gav e the 
premiership to Cou v e de Mu r­ 
v ille, a mere technician and 
certainly neither a statesman 
nor 
a 
French 
leader, 
the 
latter's 
astonishment 
was 
e q u a l l e d by the French 
people’s 
astonishment — and 
anger. 
The French perpetu ally dis­ 
agree among themselv es, bu t 
talk with a Frenchman abou t 
honor and y ou hav e hit the 
core of the French sou l. The 
reaction in France was that 
de Gau lle’s dismissal of Pom­ 
pidou . after all the Premier 
had done, was dishonorable. 
Pompidou took the stab in 
the back well. He was sphinx - 
like abou t both his fate and 
abou t de Gau lle. In a priv ate 
meeting with a high U. S. 
State Department official he 
merely stated, "I hav e su p­ 
ported General de Gau lle as 
best 
I 
cou ld 
throu gh 
the 
y ears." 
Pompidou 
bided his 
time 
and then shortly annou nced 
that if de Gau lle retired he 
"wou ld consider standing for 
the Presidency " — the state­ 
ment which precipitated de- 
Gau lle's fu ll-term annou nce­ 
ment. 
The Prem ier Cou v e de Mu r­ 
v ille President Nix on v isits is 
a mere echo of de Gau lle’s 
footfall and v oice, and. below 
the su rface, 
is distu rbingly 
anti-American. Pompidou , 
if 
he su cceeds de Gau lle at any 
time, wou ld immensely pro­ 
mote French-American rela­ 
tions and cou ld open a new 
era actu ally wished for by the 
majority of the French people 
themselv es.

by John 
McGee,

inspector, who claims that he

Arlie 
Rankin, were entertained by 
Esso and Shell in Vientiane, 
Laos, 
at 
the 
White 
Rose 
and alleged 
sex -and-whiskey 
e m p o r i u m . McGee also 
charged that the Esso district 
manager, identified only as 
Mr. Seri, was "bu y ing a girl 
for Rankin’s u se." 
Both Esso and Shell were 
deeply 
inv olv ed 
in 
the 
massiv e 
thefts 
of 
U.S. 
military 
fu el 
in 
Thailand. 
Rankin, the chief Nav y in­ 
s p e c t o r 
in 
Thailand, 
discov ered 
the 
thefts 
and 
pressed the Nav y to collect 
rebates 
from 
the 
oil 
com­ 
panies. 
He contended that the 
oil 
had disappeared before it was 
deliv ered 
to

bases, therefore that the oil 
companies shou ld be held ac­ 
cou ntable for the loss.

Rankin Denial 
R a n k i n

Rose with an Esso host, bu t 
insisted it was a respectable 
massage parlor. 
In his confidential statement 
to the Civ l Serv ice Commis­ 
sion, made av ailable to u s, 
R a n k i n

C. W. Crosson, the Nav y ’s

civ ilian 
fu el 
inspection 
su perv isor, rejected the rec­ 
ommendation.

Crosson 
wrote:

( R a n k i n ) 
that 
Caltex 
recommended a gu y by the 
name of Alex Von Himmel- 
man for a procu rement in­ 
spection job. bu t I am not 
impressed with his qu alifica­ 
tions." 
Crosson 
told

recommended inspectors bu t 
that he has nev er hired one. 
Meanwhile, the Thailand oil 
scandals continu e to boil. 
Standard Oil’s Man. 
Standard Oil of New Jersey 
has qu ietly planted one of its 
t op 
ex ecu tiv es, 
Jerome 
Rosow, in the Labor Depart­ 
ment as an 
Assistant Sec­ 
retary . 
He 
will 
help 
set 
gov ernment policy on labor- 
p r o bl e m s 
affecting 
his 
company . 
As an incentiv e to persu ade 
him to take the job. Standard 
Oil 
handed 
him 
a 
special 
$5 0,000 bonu s to tide him ov er 
while he is on the gov ernment 
p a y r o l l . His gov ernment 
salary , incidentally , is $36 ,000 
a y ear, which ou ght to be 
enou gh for him to stru ggle 
along on. At the same time 
as

working for the tax pay ers, he 
will also continu e to collect- 
standard 
Oil 
bonu ses 
plu s 
health and insu rance benefits. 
He will also continu e to keep

Becau se the pou nd continu es 
u nder pressu re, another major 
crisis cou ld bring import con­ 
trols so stringent as to be u n­ 
settling worldwide. 
France has done little to re­ 
mov e the cau ses of last y ear’s 
worker-stu dent strikes. A like­ 
ly 10 per cent boost in French 
wages this y ear will make it 
difficu lt to contain inflation 
and balance international pay ­ 
ments. It will not be easy to 
defend the franc. 
The Italian and West Ger­ 
man economies are flou rishing 
today . Bu t Italy ’s ou tlook is 
marred by social political u n­ 
rest and lagging priv ate in­ 
v estment, 
Japan’s 
prosperity 
is 
so 
geared to ex ports here, a U.S. 
slowdown 
will 
be 
reflected 
there. The pressu re on Japan 
will resu lt in additional pres­ 
su re on U.S. goods. Ov er the 
long term, Japan’s continu ing

Sure, the U.S. is rich in fo lk lo re, co m­ 
prising as it do es, the custo ms and beliefs o f 
all natio ns and relig io ns o v er what must 
no w be co nsidered a fairly leng thy perio d o f 
tim e. But this inheritance, unfo rtunately , 
has been pushed so far into o ur backg ro und 
by the rush o f science and educatio n, as to 
beco me little mo re than dim remembrance 
to mo st o f us. 
There are, ho wev er, iso lated reg io ns left 
In America where chang e co m es slo wly , and 
o ne may still enco unter the fo lk way s inti­ 
m ately and directly . Pennsy lv ania Dutch 
land is o ne; the Ozark Hig hlands ano ther; 
and the Vermo nt mo untains still a third. 
In these places, the 
inro ads o f mo dern 
civ ilizatio n were scarcely discernible at all 
40 y ears ag o and, ev en to day , the march o f 
pro g ress has been slo wer and less steady 
than in o ther areas. 
In these places it is no t unusual to And 
a po ttery that has been o perated fo r fiv e 
g eneratio ns by o ne family . Or to co me upo n 
wheel-thro wn ceram ics made o f lo cal clay s. 
Co lo red clay s are so m etim es ming led o n the 
articles to fo rm a so ftly tinted mat g laze, 
emplo y ing no desig ns. 
A Stro ng Appeal 
Sadly , the fo lk po ttery o f America has 
been neg lected o v er the y ears. Happily , 
there has been a recent upsurg e in interest 
in this art and. suddenly , mo dern v iewers 
find a stro ng appeal in these simple do mes­ 
tic wares. 
Currently helping to assure a place fo r 
this craft in the future are the Student Art 
Guild o f the State Univ ersity Co lleg e at New 
Paltz and the Co lleg e Art Gallery , no w co ­ 
spo nso ring an ex hibitio n entitled “ Ameri­ 
can Fo lk Po ttery o f the 1 1 8th and 1 9 th 
Century .”
